The demonstration will be “a.

“The submarine, with guided mis- 
siles, has become a siege bom- 
bardment weapon and can be used 
to deliver atom bombs. The whole 
dea of using submarines to launch 
guided missiles is a long step to- 
ward push-button warfare.” 

The Navy said submarines 
proved in. Hawaiian war games 
concluded yesterday that they can 
carry huge, high-speed, long-range 
guided missiles across oceans in 
normal undersea operations. For 
more than three years experi- 
ments and training have been car- 
ried on off Point Mugu near San 
Diego, Calif. 

“Loons” fired by the Cusk and 
Carbonero will streak past a 35- 
mile column of 70 ships at a speed 
of 400 to 500 miles an hour at an 
altitude of 4000 feet.

Dr. Antonio Caetano Deabreau 
Freire Egas Moniz, 75 years old, 
one-time Foreign Minister of Por- 
tugal, honored for developing an 


operation to help persons suffer- 
ing mental illnesses by severing 
some of the nerve connections of 
the brain. This operation, called 
a prefrontal lobotomy, has been | 
helpful in treating schizaphrenia 
(split personality» and paranoia 


Dr. Walter Rudolph Hess, 68, 
of Zurich, Switzerland, was re- 
warded for his “discovery of the 
functional organization in the di- 
encephalon (between-brain) for 
co-ordination of the activity of 
internal organs.” 

Two to share $30,000. 

The prize amounts to about $30,- 
000, which will be divided be- 
tween the two. They are not ac- 
quainted. The Nobel awards in 
medicine and other fields were es- 
tablished under the will of Alfred 
Nobel, inventor of dynamite. Lord 
Boyd Orr of Scotland recently 
won the 1949 Nobel peace prize. 

The 1949 awards will be pre 
sented to the recipients at a cere- 
mony here Dec. 10. Winners of 
Nobel awards for literature, phys- 
ices and chemistry—to be chosen 
Nov. 3—will receive their prizes at 
the same ceremony. 

Dr, Egas Moniz, one of the 
world’s leading neurologists, has 
more than 300 medical works to 
his name. His hands are deformed 
by the effects of radioactivity ac- 
quired during his experiments 
which include development of 
frontal lobotomy and other as- 
pects of brain research. 

He did not become an important 
researcher until he was 51 years 
old when his experimental brain 
surgery at the Santa Marta med- 
ical school opened new horizons 
in medical science. 

Dr. Egas Moniz was a deputy 
in the Portuguese Parliament 
from 1903-17. In 1917 he was ap- 
pointed Portuguese Minister in 
Madrid. He was Foreign Minister 
from October to December 1918. 
He possesses high decorations 
from many countries. 

Hess Once an Eye Doctor. 

Prof. Hess is one of the world’s 
outstanding experts on circulation 
of the blood and breathing. He is 
equally well known for his devel- 
opment of new conceptions of the 
functioning of the nervous system.

Missouri’s inadequately financed 
relief program, which limits as- 
sistance to 55 per cent of the ac- 
tual needs of the indigent, is 
working an extreme hardship on 
most of the 5881 St. Louis needy 
families with children. These fam- 
ilies are without a regularly em- 
ployable member and are wholly 
dependent on public aid. 

Each of the families is now re- 
ceiving a form of assistance known 
as aid to dependent children. This 
program, jointly financed by the 
state and Federal Government, 
provides a maximum monthly pay- 
ment of $27 for the first dependent 
child and $18 for each additional 
child in the family. 

In a few cases these allotments 
are ample to meet the modest 
basic needs of the family, even 
though the needy parent or par- 
ents must also live on the al- 
lowance. In most cases, however, 
this is grossly inadequate. This is 
especially true if there is illness 
in the family, or if special diets 
are required or relatively high 
rents and living expenses are to 
be met. In such instances, the 
State Welfare Division feels it 
necessary to help the family with 
supplemental direct relief allot- 
ments, which are paid solely by 


| the state. 


Supplement Restricted. 
This supplementai aid, however, 
is being restricted to about 1700 
of the most needy families with 
children in St. Louis. And the 
supplemental relief averages only 
about $5 a month for each child. 
This restriction and the smal! re- 
lief payments are the result of the 
State Legislature’s refusal to ap- 
propriate all the relief funds 
needed. 

Because of the lack of adequate 
funds, the Welfare Division re- 
fuses to grant supplemental relief 
funds if the family’s ADC pay- 
ments are meeting 55 per cent 
of family’s estimated minimum 
needs. In cases in which relief 
funds are paid, the allotments are 
only sufficient to build up the 
family’s income to the 55 per cent 
of need level. 

The 55 per cent policy is fol- 
lowed because the primary use of 
relief funds in aid of unemploy- 
able needy persons who cannot 
qualify for any other form of as- 
sistance also is limited to 55 per 
cent of the recipients’ actual 
needs. 

. Example of Hardship. 

An example of extreme family 
hardship can be cited from a typi- 
cal case admitted to the St. Louis 
welfare rolls last summer. The 
family includes a man and his 
wife, each 42 years old, and three 
children of school age. The man 
had been earning an average of 
$235 a month as an electrician’s 
helper. 

Early this year he had to stop 
work because of tuberculosis. His 
smali savings ran out in August 
and he applied for aid to depend- 
ant children and relief. The wel- 
fare office studied the family’s 
needs and determined it required 
a minimum of $162 a month. 

The family was given a maxi- 


plemental relief allotment of $26 
was added; giving the family a 
total income of $89 a month, or 
55 per cent of its actual needs. 
Rent for three rooms occupied 
by the family is $43.33 a month, 
leaving only $45.67 a month for 
food, clothing, medicine, utilities 
and school supplies for the chil- 
dren. In computing the basic 
budget, the welfare office declared 
the family needed a minimum of 
$70 a month for food alone.

Ordered to move by city health 
inspectors because of their un- 
healthy, overcrowded living con- 
ditions, Carrell had to find a new 
home quickly because the twins 
were about to-be brought home 
from the hospital. All he could 
immediately find, he said, were 
the two furnished rooms the fam- 
ily now occupies. The rent is $15 
a week. 

Their state aid now totals $93 a 
month, from which rent of $60 
has to be paid. Welfare workers 
said the rent is excessive, and 
Carrell agrees. He said he hopes 
to find cheaper quarters soon, be- 
cause he cannot feed his five chil- 
dren under the present arrange- 
ment. 

Old-Age Pensioners Affected. 
The lack of adequate relief 
funds also is causing considerable 
suffering .and distress among 
needy families in which a member 
is receiving an old-age pension. 
Most of these cases involve elderly 
pairs who are required to live on 
the pension received by one. 
Needy persons more than 65 
years old are eligible for pensions 
up to $50 a month, which are paid 
from state and federal funds. As 
in the case of ADC families, sup- 
plemental relief grants are not 
paid unless the pension fails to 
provide 55 per cent of the family 
needs. 

Such a case on the St. Louis 
rolls involves a man, 80, and his 
wife, 60. The welfare office com- 
puted their monthly needs at 
$82.04. Since the $50 pension paid 
to the husband amounts to more 
than 55 per cent of their com- 
bined needs, no relief is paid to 
the wife. 


The husband is crippled and a 
diabetic. His wife is unable to 
work because she must stay home 
and take care of hirs. From their 
$50 income, they must pay each 
month $10 rent, $2.40 utilities and 
$1.90 for ice in the summer. In 
winter their fuel costs are more 
than $10 a month. Their fixed 
expenses, not including clothing 
and occasional essentials, leave 
them with considerable less than 
the $45.50 the welfare office as- 
serts they need for food each 
month. 

There are about 800 needy fami- 
lies in St. Louis comprising only 
unemployable adults. They are 
not old enough for old-age assis- 
tance, and have no children quali- 
fying for ADC ;rants. They, too, 
are struggling to survive on relief 
payments that give them only 55 
per cent of need. 

A typical case concerns a man, 
64, and his wife, 62, who are re- 
ceiving $49.50 a month in relief.

Stricken at American Theater 
Where He Worked—50 Years 
in Stage Life of City. 


Patrick J. Donohue, a familiar 
figure in theatrical circles in St. 
Louis for about 50 years, died yes- 
terday at City Hospital of pneu- 
monia and a heart ailment. He 
was 71 years old. 

He was taken ill on Tuesday at 


the American Theater, where he. 


worked as a stage door keeper, 
and aiter a visit to a physician 
was ordered to the hospital. 

A native of Carick Macross, 
Ireland, he was brought to St. 
Louis by his parents when he was 

year old. He started in show 
business as a song and dance Man, 
with Billy Meehan as a partner, 
when he was 20. From that time 
until about 12 years he pur- 
sued a career that always just 
skirted the big time, but never- 
theless kept him busy. 

For the past 12 years, Mr. Dono- 
hue had abandoned public appear- 
ances almost entirely. But he 
stayed close to the entertainment 
world, working as a stage door 
keeper at the American in the 
winter season, as a custodian of 
lost articles at the Municipal The- 
ater in Forest Park and as a tick- 
et taker at the bleachers gate at 
Sportsman’s Park. 


His specialty was a spiel on 
current events in a thick Irish 
brogue, accompanied by a soft- 
shoe dance routine. Among the 
places, now extinct, where this 
light act pleased crowds was the 
Delmar Garden, where he was @ 
favorite 30 years ago. He also was 
known at the old Princeton, on 


| Market street near Twelfth boule- 


vard, the Columbia, at Sixth and 
St. Charles streets, and the Stand- 
ard, at Sixth and Walnut streets. 


He was known as a versatile 
showman who could go on stage 
at a moment’s notice. In 1923, 
Jack Johnson, Negro heavyweight 
boxer, was scheduled for an 
appearance at the Standard. He 
failed to show up. Mr. Donobue, 
who was chatting with cronies at 
the stage door, was summoned. 
He stepped on stage without a 
minute’s rehearsal and filled out 
the bill. 

He was a favorite among the 
big stars who played the Ameri- 
can Theater in recent years. They 
knew him as “Pat” or “Paddy.” 

“If you’re down and want to get 
a laugh, ” one prominent actor 
said recently, “just start talking 
to Paddy.” 

Mr. Donohue, who was a bache- 
lor, lived at 18A South Eighth 
street. His only known survivor 
is a brother, John Donohue of 2605 
Olive street.

JOHN WELLENS 


BRITISH EDUCATOR'S 
VIEW OF LABOR RULE 


He Regards It as One in 1000- 
Year Series of 
Experiments. 


The present British Labor Gov- 
ernment can be considered as one 
more in a long series of experi- 
ments in political and economic 
organization that the English peo- 
ple have been conducting for the 
last 1000 years, John Wellens, 
British experimenter in education, 


said in an interview here last 
night. “Se: 

Wellens, executive director of 
Bottisham Village College, an ex- 
perimental school near Cambridge, 
later gave an off-the-record talk 
to the English-Speaking Union’s 
St. Louis branch at the University 
Club. He expects to return to 
England next month. 

“What we're doing now,” he 
said, “is the same as we've been 
doing for the last 1000 years—ex- 
perimenting in politics and eco- 
nomics, We've got 45,000,000 per- 
sons on our Island and we'll have 
several times that number in an- 
other 100 years. A lot of what 
we're doing flows from this fact. 
We're treading on each other's 
toes and we can’t feed ourselves. 
We've got to have planning of a 
sort: 

“New towns, for example, can’t 
spring up in the countryside and 
take away from our agricultural 
land. Controls like this are dic- 
tated by necessity and were in- 
evitable if a large number of peo- 
ple were to live on such a small 
Island as ours. 

Recalls King Alfred. 


“We've been people who've al- 
ways. experimented in_ political 
and economic organization. Karl 
Marx, you know, wrote ‘Das Kap- 
ital’ in London; King Alfred, long 
before the Norman Conquest, said 
most of the things in the Atlantic 
Charter; we’ve even tried dictator- 
ship—under Oliver Cromwell. 

“Many of the things we tried or 
toyed with have been adopted in 
other countries. Your Tennessee 
Valley Authority, for example, ap- 
proximates a Socialistic _ experi- 
ment and is similar in organiza- 
tion to some of the things we've 
done. Of course, there’s much 
that we're trying that eventually 
may be discarded. But we are 
groping forward and we think the 
attempt is worth while.” 

Wellens, who is in his early 30s, 
explained that his college is an 
experiment, even for England, Its 
aim is to increase facilities for 
rural education, he said, and it 
does so by operating all levels of 
instruction in or from one in- 
stitution. 

The college takes children into 
its nursery divisions when they 
are 3 years old. Moreover, it has 
separate divisions for “juveniles,” 
“senior students” and adults, with 
programs at all levels being inte- 


| grated whenever possible. 


Purpose of School. 

“We've got perhaps 7000 people 
in the area serviced by the col- 
lege,” he said. “It is an extremely 
rural locale, with an average of 
500 persons in each of its villages; 


‘}it is about 200 square miles, in 


area and has no transportation, 
s0 we operate our own. Attend- 
ance runs about 1000 a week. 

“Our aim is to integrate the 
whole social life in this area and 
center it on our college. In our 
adult classes, for example, some 
students might be engaged in 
craft activities, others in histori- 
cal studies. If we want to teach 
all the students something about 
Elizabethan England; then we 
might run an exhibit of Elizabeth- 
other things. 

“Crafts students produce much 
of the exhibition, drama students 
put on the plays, and work of 
others is similarly integrated so 
that the work of one teaches an- 
other. The end result, therefore, 


is a general sharing of know- 
\ ledge.”

Tribune Forum. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 27 (AP)— 
Secretary of Defense Johnson said 
last night that each branch of the 
armed services has an “honorable 


jrole” in our defense setup but it 
‘|may not always get the role it/f 


wants. 
Johnson discussed the nation’s 


| Be said this strategy is to build 


a defense “team of air, sea and 
ground forces” capable not only 
of defending the nation against a 
“Pearl Harbor,” but also able to 
strike the enemy in “deadly coun- 
terattack.” : 

“To effect that strategy,” he 


' |gaid, “honorable roles and mis 


sions are assigned to each of the 
three services. Each gets the part 
it is best qualified to do in the 
judgment of the joint chiefs of 
staff. This of course does not 
mean that each is directed to do 
what he would best like to do.” 
“Luxury” of Duplication. 
Johnson said our military strate- 
gy also does not “allow for the 
luxury of competing and duplicat- 
ing roles to be paid for out of 
the pockets of the American tax- 
payer, whose tax burden is already 
approaching the rock bottom 
limit.” 


The Defense Secretary said the 
department’s preparations for 
counterattack must make the 
armed force able to slow up the 
enemy “or even crush him, and 
gain at least some time to organ- 
ize, train and equip sufficient ex- 
peditionary forces, move them 
Overseas, land on hostile shores 
and defeat the enemy troops.” 
He said this country has “pow- 
erful friends” among other nations 
and our military planners must 
“take all possible steps consistent 
with the sound financial structure 
of our own national economy to 
strengthen these worthwhile 
friends.” 

Olay Urges Aid for Reich. 

Gen. Lucius D. Clay, former 
head of the American Military 
Government in Germany said the 
United States must lend Germany 
a helping hand if it wants a demo- 
cratic government in Germany 
that will side with the west. 

Clay said he did not think the 
German people would be deceived 
by Soviet promises of immediate 
sovereignty. He said the United 
States must keep armed forces in 
Germany until peace is certain, to 
assure security for all of Western 
Europe. 

Mme. Pandit Speaks. 

Among other speakers were 
Mme. V. lL. Pandit, Indian am- 
bassador and sister of Prime Mini- 
ster Nehru of India, and Barbara 
Ward, foreign editor of the con- 
servative London weekly, “The 
Economist. 

Mme, Pandit discussed India’s 
new place in world affairs, and 
explained her country’s philosophy 
of peace. 

“Our foreign policy is based 
upon detachment, but not indif- 
ference,” she said. “We have no 
traditional enemies, and we cer- 
tainly have no prejudices.” 

Miss Ward, speaking on Ameri- 
Ca’s economic position in the 
world, said a continued rise in 
American income—with  invest- 
ment of cash surpluses overseas—~ 
could be the means of solving the 
world’s dollar-shortages in years 
to come. 

She pointed to the doubling of 
American income during the war, 
and said that in the next 10 years 
this country might be able to ex- 
pand its total national income 
from 200 to 360 billions.

the story of how I crossed the bor- 
der from war-weary Greece to 
Tito’s ‘Yugoslavia — something 
which could have been done a few 
months ago only with a Panzer 
division. 

As it was, I was escorted to the 
frontier by a truckload of Greek 
machine gunners and greeted on 
the other side by a suspicious po- 
litical commissar who went through 
my baggage like a curry comb 
through a poodle. 

I am téld I broke something of 
a record, being the first private 
citizen to cross in 18 months. This 
doesn’t count Greek guerrillas who

I hastened by plane to Salonika 
to consult -with the , authorities 
about reaching the frontier. “Im-

Ribbon of Misery. 

As we inched ahead we passed 
a ribbon of misery. Town after 
town had been crunched by Ger- 
mans or raided by guerrillas. Tiny 
white buildings had roofs torn off, 


laying bare their insides. 


This sorry strip of land be- 
tween Greece and Yugoslavia was 
the route of German invasion and 
destructive retreat—and* the no 
man’s lafid of three years of Greek 
civil war. Here and there an 
American tractor was helping 
manicure a weedy field. Droves 


of seedy sheep nibbled at slim 


grass pickings, guarded by 
scrawny kids in dirty leggings and 
flapping gray parkas. 

Lonely Greek soldiers lazed 
around entrenched positions 
guarding bridges, road-crossings 
and equipment dumps. One Hel- 
lenic husky puzzled over a comic 
book probably left by American 
soldiers stationed nearby. 

At a railroad under reconstruc- 
tion, the young, bespectacled lieu- 
tenant in charge had us in for 
Turkish coffee, served in a cold 
stone room lined with little brown 


snapshops of his boys killed in} 


recent guerrilla raids. He did a 
little jig when I told him I was 
crossing the border. “This is 
good news for Greece,” he said. 
“You are the first traffic of 
peace.” 

Barbed Wire Strips. 

The border itself was marked by 
strips of barbed wire, laced with 
portable wooden horses. On either 
side was an entrenched pill box; 
a Yugoslav emplacement crowned 
the hill. We sign-languaged the 
Yugoslavs to come down. 
studied us through field glasses, 
but didn’t budge. 

I asked my interpreter to push 
the road blocks aside and walk 
up with me. He gasped, “You're 
mad!” “You will be heavy with 
shot.” 

After an hour’s unsuccessful 
talking, I became brilliant and 
sent away all except a Slav-speak- 
ing Greek. A bit later two Yugo- 
slay G.I.s came to the wire, saluted 
smartly and chattered with my 
interpreter. When he explained 
that I had been given Belgrade’s 
OK to cross the border—and that 
I was an American—they looked 
at me as if I were a tWo-headed 
zebra. Finally $hey shoved aside 
the barbed wire. I had cracked 
the iron curtain.

Then along with the commissar, I 
bundled into a horse-drawn cart 
and perched atop a valise for a 
one-hour bouncing ride to the bor- 
der town of Gevgelia. 

Curious Watch Reporter. 

The word had passed ahead that 
someone had crossed the border— 
an American! — and the scrubby 
dirt road leading through the 
town was lined with curious citi- 
zens. They. stared at me, but in 
their glances I detected a genuine 
warmth of greeting. 

Many of the children were bare- 
foot. The adults’ meager garments 
weer patched like crazy quilts. 
The poverty seemed—offhand—as 
intense as in neighboring Greece. 
A blown bridge over a muddy 
stream was still down and the 
ugly carcases of war-shelled homes 
stood naked. 

I offered Commissar “Slacks” a 
“capitalist” cigarette — which he 
accepted with good humor—and 
boarded a train for Belgrade.

In attempting to overcome the 
tremendous weight of this system, 
the Allies have been confronted 
with the problem of working on 
all levels of German society, not 
only trying to make it possible for 
Germans to govern themselves but 
also to instill a desire for self- 
government’ and at least some 
knowledge of how to go about it. 

So completel ly was Germany in 
the grip of authoritarianism that 
such groups of private citizens 
organized to work for the im- 
provement and welfare of a 
community as the myriad. of 
women’s, fraternal and church 
organizations in the United 
States were virtually wn. 


With Allied urging, community 
groups of that kind now are being 
organized in some places to solve 
such specific, practical problems 
as obtaining new desks for schools, 
arranging baby-sitter services for 
working mothers, or building 
houses. ‘ 

In the past, Germans had had 
such problems solved for them -by 
an omnipotent state, or had not 
had them solved at all. Occupa- 
tion officials hope that the con- 
crete achievements of organized 
private .initiative on a local level 
will convince the Germans that 
similar techniques can be similarly 
successful in larger spheres. 

Need Leaders. 

But it promises to be a long, 
hard job. Occupation authorities 
are having great difficulty in find- 
ing persons who are both willing 
to lead such groups and who know 
how to do it. To solve that prob- 
lem, leadership training schools 
have beer established. There is 
still anothcr difficulty. Even such 
elementary democratic techniques 
as parliamentary procedure or del- 
egation of responsibility to com- 
mittees are virtually unknown to 
most Germans. 

Public forums, modeled on the 
New England town halls, have 
been introduced to give citizens 
an opportunity to listen to debates 
and to ask their officials why the 
streets haven’t been cleaned for a 
month.

Civil Service Reform 
Is Occupation Target. 
EFORM of the civil service is 
one of the key targets of the 
Occupation. Its importance 
was pointed up by Robert Kemp- 
ner, a bitter observer of post-war 
Germany, American prosecutor at 
the Nuremberg trials and until 
recently a public administration 
adviser in Military Government, 
who commented, “After the last 
war it was the generals who re- 
built Germany into the old pat- 
tern. This time it will be the 
higher officials of the civil serv- 
ce.” 


Hans Reschke, a former pro- 
fessional civil servant himself and 
now secretary of a newly-founded 
Institute for Public Affairs, cen- 
tral clearing house for a group of 
private organizations concerned 
with public administration, added: 
“The Prussian Civil Service was 
very highly praised before the war 
because. of its honesty and effi- 
ciency, but we can’t afford that 
kind of a civil service any more.

Many of the entrenched officials 
throughout western Germany are 
waging a determined and thus far 
largely successful fight against 
change, however. A recent draft 
civil service “reform” law in 
Bavaria was described as a dras- 
tic step backward in an official 
United States report, and in most 
other states the governments have 
been able to prevent real reform 
bills from being adopted, by one 
means or another. 


Germans Responsible. 


With the Occupation Statute 
now in effect, the possibilities for 
direct Allied interference are lim- 
ited, and the brunt of the cam- 
paign to make Germany into a 
democracy must be borne by the 
Germans themselves—the press 
and radio, the writers, the labor 
unions, the churches and other 
organizations. 

Occupation officials must rely 
on the fact that for the moment, 
at least, some democrats are on 
top; on persuasion and inspira- 
tion, rather than direct orders, 
and on an exchange program, 
under which Germans are sent 
to foreign countries and foreign- 
ers are brought here for a mu- 
tual exchange of ideas on spe- 
cific problems. 

One goal of the program is to 
free Germans from what Hans 
Barkhausen, 
described as an “isolation which 
has resulted in complete absence 
of knowledge of what has been 
going on in the rest of the world.” 

Germans, reported a Frank- 
furt University student who had 
just come back from a six-week 
stay in Scandinavia, are so ab- 
sorbed in their own problems 
that they don’t realize that sim- 
ilar problems exist elsewhere. 
He was surprised to discover, 
for example, that the housing 
shortage is world-wide, not ex- 
clusively German. 

The exchange program has 
achieved great popularity in Ger- 
many. An old-style government of- 
ficial, Hermann Fecht, deputy 
minister president of the state of 
South Baden, pleaded, “Send us 
some of your best young people 
each year. They can give our 
young people something to believe 
in.” Carl Grampp, editor of the 
Christian Democratic Union's 
weekly newspaper, had only one 
complaint to make about the pro- 
gram—he hasn’t been included in 
it yet. 

Obviously, the number of per- 
sons who can be directly involved 
in exchange programs is limited. 
The re-educators hope that those 
who do take part. will have the 
same effect as stones thrown into 
a pool, sending out ripples of in- 
fluence to many other Gérmans. 
Skeptics point out, however, that 
the ripples disappear rapidly. 

Interference Necessary. 

The task of re-education, of 
building democracy by decree of

K. H. Knappstein, press officer 
for the old Bizonal Economic Ad- 
ministration, reported that during 
a discussion period following a 
speech he made in a small town 
in Hesse, a man got up and asked 
if it was true that a law passed 
by the Hesse government had been 
thrown into the wastebasket at 
the command of the Allies. 


“‘Not Democracy.” 


The law was one which would 
have restored to Hesse the tight 
system under which members of a 
craft were able to prevent com- 
petition from newcomers.

EXCISE TAXES — Secretary 
Sawyer’s proposal to wipe out 
wartime excise taxes has strong 
support in key Senate circles. 

The day Congress adjourned, 
Senator Walter George (Dem.), 
Georgia, disclosed his intention to 
press for reduction of these levies 
to 1942 levels next session. 

George, chairman of the Senate 
Finance Committee, which drafts 
tax legislation, made that state- 
ment to Senator Edwin Johnson 
(Dem.), Colorado, chairman of the 
Interstate Commerce Committee.

I am on the outside because I would not stand by while the big 
oil and gas companies absorbed billions of dollars in excess profits 


at the expense of consumers of gas, 


I was and am convinced that 


the Natural Gas act was intended to prevent just such a grab. 


_¥ am on the outside because I 
did not intend to allow the oil 
and gas companies to exploit the 
country’s limited reserves of nat- 
ural gas with the same ruthless 
disregard for the present and fu- 
ture welfare of the people as the 
lumber barons showed in their 
slashing of the nation’s forests. 
I am on the outside because I 
have actively sought in valley au- 
thority programs a counterpoise 


to the economic centralization of | 


our country, in which the heavily 

industrialized northeast drains 

raw materials and surplus popula- 

tion from the South and the West. 
The People Forget. 

From this newly-acquired out- 
side vantage point it seems to me 
that the battle over confirmation 
of my reappointment to the Fed- 
eral Power Commission has 
thrown an important spotlight on 
the tendency of the people, once 
they have gotten legislation to 
cure certain evils, to go about 
other business without further 
concern, on the assumption that 
the laws will automatically take 
care of everything. 

In other words, one of the real 
problems of democracy lies in the 
fact that some explosion or scan- 
dal is required to call public at- 
tention to the fact that we have 
a government not only of laws 
but also of men, and that eternal 
vigilance is necessary to make 
sure that the men who administer 
the laws accomplish the public 
purposes for which they were 
passed. 

Big corporate interests, to fur- 
ther their freedom from restric- 
tions imposed by law in the pub- 
lic interest, make vigorous use 
of the slogan that democracy is 
a government of law and not of 
men. But, while the people are 
lulled to sleep by that siren song, 
these same interests are busy 
night and day making sure that 
the men appointed to governmen- 
tal agencies which administer the 
laws are sympathetic with the 
corporate viewpoint. 

Senator Kerr’s Comment. 

Some weeks before the Senate 
finally got around to voting on 
my reappointment, Senator Robert 
S. Kerr of Oklahoma was ‘heard 
to remark that Leland Olds 
might finally be confirmed but he 
would know he had been in a 
fight. I was not confirmed, but I 
believe the opposing oil and 
power interests know that they 
have had a fight and that as a 
result millions of people are new- 
ly aroused to a sense of the

The two proposals, he said, 
would be a start toward a pro- 
gram to provide higher education 
to “the full two million or more 
of persons with college abilities 
who do not now get to college.” 

McGrath called the proposals a 
“civilian bill of rights comparable 
to the G.I. bill of rights.” 

He outlined the proposals, pre- 
pared by the Office of Education, 
as the possible basis of federal 
legislation, in an address before 
the Association of Land Grant 
Colleges and Universities. 

The proposals call for scholar 
ships of $600 a year for under. 
graduates and $1000 for graduate 
students, scaled upward for those 
with dependents. 

McGrath estimated that the 
fund would provide scholarships 
for 400,000 undergraduate and 
about 37,500 graduates and profes- 
sional school students. “Academic 
promise and ability” would be the 
measures of eligibility. 


For this reason I think the 
people of the country will be 
grateful to President Truman for 
his courageous effort to keep me 
on the Federal Power Commis- 
sion.

Note on Cigarette-Smoking 


Te the Editer of the Post-Dispatch: 
I wish to augment tne statement of 
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Russia’s demand for the recall of the Yugo- 


troop movements in the East. But these troops 
did not march to attack Tito. The Russian 
story was that the soldiers would defend the 
satellites against increasing violence and at- 
tempted assassination by Tito’s underground. 

The record of two years sbows that Tito has 
not been second best in his game of tit-for-tat 
with Russia. When he was expelled by the Com- 
inform, he soon won trade agreements with the 
Western Powers. A second reprisal was his 
apparent desertion of the Communist rebels in 
Greece, which was one cause for their defeat. 

Russia then used the trial of Laszlo Rajk in 
Hungary to try to turn opinion against Tito in 
the “people’s democracies.” It is problematical 
whether the trial did this, or whether it only 
embarrassed Communism by emphasizing the 
threat of deviationism. In this case deviation- 
ism meant nationalism. And nationalism must 
have a strong appeal to countries dominated by 
Russia, since Moscow is so worried by it. 

In the case of Rajk, the prosecution pictured 
the former Communist police boss as a Western 
spy. This, however, was subsidiary. Much more 
stress was laid on Rajk as a Tito spy. The im- 
plication was that the Cominform was less im- 
mediately worried by the long-range threat of 
western democracy thar by the constant and 
curremt harassment of Tito. 

Next the Cominform countries used the Rajk 
trial for an excuse to scrap their treaties of 
friendship with Yugoslavia. But this move was 
immediately followed by another Tito victory— 


_his country’s admission to the UN Security 


Council. And the latest chapter in the story of 
mutual retaliation is the approach to a diplo- 
matic rupture between Moscow and Belgrade. 

But Tito apparently is prepared to be more 
than tough. He has begun a campaign to rally 
workers in Eastern Europe to his nationalist 
brand of Socialism. He has issued a call for 
aid to Britain’s “working class” He has feted 
visiting Italian partisans, whose visit was “pro- 
hibited” by Italy’s chief Communist, Togliatti. 
In fact, some diplomats suspect that Tito will 
form a new international in direct opposition to 
the Cominform. 

While it would be easy for the Red Army to 
crush Yugoslavia, few diplomats think the 
Soviet Union is ready to invite a war now. So 
the struggle proceeds on the basis of conspiracy 
ani secret violence, and naturally the Kremlin 
is worried. Tito is turning against Russia alf 
the weapons of subversion that he learned him- 
self in Moscow. 

Yugoslavia’s struggle for independence has 
been given careful encouragement by the United 
States. At this moment American diplomats 
from Eastern Europe are meeting in London to 
study the question. They know their course 
must be cautious. Tito would be a strange ally, 
and one with bloody hands. But he represents 
the aspirations of peoples under Communism 
who want, whatever other freedom they may 
lack, the right of national expression. 3 
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A Good Truman Veto 


President Truman deserves a hand for his 
veto of the so-called “rehabilitation” bill for 
the Navajo and Hopi Indians. This bill doubt- 
less was based on good intentions. But those 
parts of it which would have transferred the 
tribes from federal to state courts would have 
opened the way for dispossession and damage 
to Indian life. Other sections would have en- 
dangered the security of Indian water rights. 

The status of Indians in America today is far 
from satisfactory. Although their ancestors 
antedated the white man, they are generally 
second-class citizens, In the Southwest, many 
Indians voted for the first time last year. It is 
essential that those Indians who wish to do so 
be allowed to take their places in American life, 
along with other citizens. But this will not be 
accomplished by legislating Indians out of their 
property and customs. 

Now that this bill has been vetoed, Congress 
can give thoughtful consideration to a measure 
which would improve the lot of these native 
Americans who so often are treated worse than 
the wards they are. 
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 Picketing Out of Bounds 


The American Civil Liberties Union demon- 
strates its attachment to law and order by its 
stand against obstructive mass picketing of fed- 
eral courts. Following the repeated demonstra- 
tions in Foley Square, New York, while the 
trial of the 11 Communists was in progress, the 
A.C.L.U. polled its executive board and national 
committee, with the result that a majority up- 
held the desirability of suitable restrictions. 

If a reasonable number of persons want to 
picket a courthouse in a quiet and orderly man- 
ner with placards and banners, there cannot be 
the slightest objection in a democracy where 
genuine protest should always be welcome. But

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Standards in Practical Nursing 
Some way to establish and enforce standards 
for commercial schools of practical nursing is 
evidently needed in St. Louis, it appears from a 

survey made by the Better Business Bureau. 
Many of the graduates of these schools are un- 
able to find work, the Bureau says, although a 
survey by the St. Louis Council on Community 


- Nursing recently disclosed that 150 trained prac- 


tical nurses could be used if they were available. 
The reason, the Bureau says, is that the com- 


tions and 1200 hours of supervised nursing care. 
By comparison, training on an adequate stand- 
ard is available at Hadley and Washington Tech-

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plant. With this he hoped to 
compete with Big Steel and to give the West 
Coast a low-cost product. But he was charged

while, he says, U. S. Steel got a steel works in 
Utah for 20 cents on the dollar. If Kaiser was 
favored, the West Coast is not aware of it. 
Part of the remaining debt involves Kaiser’s 
automobile enterprise. Here he offered the 
auto industry its first challenge in years. But 
unfortunately he did not produce a low-priced 
car, as expected, and his production has declined 
with the disappearance of the sellers’ market. 
RFC has now lent him $44,000,000 to construct 
and a low-priced automobile. 
In the past, especially under Jesse Jones, the 
RFC was accused of favoritism. In the case of 


Kaiser, however, the agency has felt compelled | 


to defend itself, and states that the loans are in 
the public interest. More than 90 per cent of 
the Kaiser-Frazer stock is owned by 40,000 
shareholders. They have an interest in the 
company, and so do 57,000 persons who largely 
depend on it for employment. RFC officials 
also point out that Kaiser has proved himself to 
be an “A-1 risk.” 

No doubt he is a provocative figure. He was 
an industrial war hero. He is now competing 
with the biggest giants in industry, and he has 
always been a maverick in his economic philo- 
sophy. Time and again Kaiser has led in grant- 
ing labor benefits. All this has not endeared 
him to much of industry. 

Some of the financial aspects of Kaiser’s en- 
terprise will have to wait for judgment. His is 
a pioneering enterprise involving risks, which 
the Government considers good risks. If vig- 
orous competition is in the public interest, then 
the RFC is only doing what it was chartered to 
do in providing capital for Henry Kaiser. 
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30 Frame Houses 

A strange misapplication of terms is involved 
in the deals for 30 frame houses near Weldon 
Spring. Instead of offering these homes directly 
to veterans who might have paid a reasonable 
sum for them, the Government sold all the 
houses for an average of $5700 each to the 
“highest bidder.” In this case the highest bid- 
der meant a speculator. 

The purchaser, a Kansas City lawyer whose 
only interest in real estate is a fast turnover, 
says he'll sell the homes to anyone who “offers 
me a profit.” He is still holding out for a high 
profit on property created by public funds for a 
public purpose. 

A Clayton real estate man, who hasn’t even 
purchased the homes as yet from the lawyer, has 
posted a $12,500 price tag on each house. He 
explains that the buildings must be “rehabili- 
tated.” This rehabilitation turns out to cost 
almost more than the cost of the homes. 

All of this presumably comes under the head- 
ing of “postwar conversion.” This sort of con- 
version amounts to flagrant profiteering in 
which the Government, the lawyer and the real- 
tor have left a bad taste all around. 
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Possible Retort 


Not content with smearing Tito on grounds of 
statesmanship, Moscow is now peering into his 
private life. The Soviet Literary Gazette tells 
the world that the Yugoslav dictator is often 
seen in the company of an American spy, singer 
Zinka Kuntz. It is sharply denied by Jack 
Adams, Zinka’s New York representative, that 
Zinka is a spy. “Who called Tito’s singer a 
spy?” he asks in effect. Now if Moscow wants 
really to get nasty, it can retort: “Who called 
Tito’s spy a singer?” 
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Washington Echoes 

Washington is a place of echoes. Perhaps it 
is due to the configuration of the land, or the 
way the Potomac winds round the city, or the 
way the city winds round the Potomac. Any- 
way, for echoes it beats any large, empty vault, 
or any hollow between mountains, or even any 
hallooing with an iron-lunged confederate all 
set to holler back. 

From one end of Pennsylvania avenue to the 
other they go, first loud, then waning, finally 
ghostlike whispers running clandestinely up and 
down the Jong avenue, powerless to stop, run- 
ning down and up again, growing fainter and 
more confidential as they run.

AFTER MORE SPEECHES 
than have been called forth by

Mrs. Roosevelt Recalls a $ urprise 


Mme. Chiang by a a Gesture Revealed Iron Fist Behind Velvet Glove, She Relates

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27. 
RS. ELEANOR ROOSEVELT, 
continuing her memoirs in 
the November McCall’s mag- 

azine, tells how Mme. Chiang 

Kai-shek silently slid her beauti- 

ful small hand across her throat 

when the late President Roosevelt 

‘asked her, “What would you do in 

China with a labor leader like 

John L. Lewis?” 

This, adds Mrs. Roosevelt, was 
“a most impressive gesture.” 

The episode, at a White House 
dinner in 1943, was cited as an 
example of F.D.R.’s_ shrewd 
analysis of character. Mrs. Roose- 
velt had previously described the 
generalissimo’s wife &As a “sweet, 
gentle, rather pathetic figure.” 
Others, she says, had discovered 
that Mme. Chiang could be a 
cool-headed statesman when she 
was fighting for something she 
deemed necessary to China and 
her husband’s regime. 

“The little hand that looked like 
velvet,” Mrs. Roosevelt writes, 
“and the low, gentle voice’ dis- 
guised a determination as hard as 
steel. Her casual acceptance of a 
certain cruelty came as a surprise 
to me.” 

The dinner party incident, Mrs. 
Roosevelt continues, gave the 
President particular pleasure. 
After Mme. Chiang acted out the 
Chinese penalty for hampering the 
war effort, “Franklin went right 
on talking, but he looked across 
at me to make sure I had seen 
the gesture. He knew that I would 
understand and make allowances 
for the difference in background 
and customs; nevertheless, he en- 
joyed being able to say after- 
wards: ‘Well, how about your 
sweet and gentle character?’ ” 

The current installment of “This 
I Remember,” ranges from Buck- 
ingham Palace to Guadalcanal and 
from such personalities as Dowa- 
ger Queen Mary to Joe Lash, Mrs. 
a young left-wing pro- 
tege. 

As an example of the former 
queen’s thoughtfulness, Mrs. 
Roosevelt tells how Queen Mary 
on one of her drives picked up 
an American G.I, When she asked 
him if he knew who she was, he 
replied “No, Ma’am.” She decided 
not to tell him and began asking 
questions about his home, his life 
in the Army and how he liked the 
British people. She finally said: 
“TIT am Queen Mary.” The G.I. re- 
plied; “Oh, are you? Well, I’m 
from Missouri and you'll have to 
show me.” Thereupon the queen 
gave him some little thing to 
prove that he had been with her. 

Remembering the episode, the 
queen remarked Mrs, Roosevelt 
might like some memento to take 
to the President: 

“She gave me a photograph of 
herself fully dressed with hat; -veil 
and gid¥es, sawing a dead limb 
off a tree, with one of her dis- 
patch riders, a young Australian, 
at the other end of the saw. She 
told me to tell my husband that 
she cared as much about the con- 
servation of.trees as he did and 
was sending this photograph to 
prove it. I think nothing I 
brought him from that trip gave 
him more pleasure than that pho- 
tograph and its accompanying 


message.” 
QO Roosevelt, while dining with 
the Churchills, had an argu- 
ment with the wartime Prime 
Minister about Spain that Mrs. 
Churchill had to break up. 

The Spanish discussion began 
when Churchill asked another 
guest, Treasury Secretary Mor- 
genthau, whether the United 
States was sending “enough” to 
Spain dnd whether it was reach- 
ing there safely. Morgenthau 
hoped that we were and Mrs. 
Roosevelt observed that she 
thought this was a little too late 
—that we should have done some-

N this visit to England Mrs. 


.thing to help the Loyalists during 


the civil war. 

She continues: 

“Mr. Churchill said he had been 
for the Franco Government until 
Germany and Italy went into 
Spain to help Franco. I remarked 
that I could not see why the then 
existing government could not 
have been helped, and the Prime 
Minister replied that he and I 
would have been the first to lose 
our heads if the Loyalists had 

won—the feeling against people 
like us would Hhve spread. I said 
that losing my head was unim- 

portant, whereupon he said: ‘T 
jon't want you to lose your head 
and neither do I want to lose 
mine.’ 

“Then Mrs. Churchill leaned 
across the table and said: I think 
perhaps Mrs. Roosevelt is right.’ 
The Prime Minister was quite an- 
moyed by this time and said: ‘I 
have held certain beliefs for 60 
years and I’m not going to change 
now.’ Mrs. Churchill then got up, 
as a signal that diriner was over.” 

After this meal, Mrs. Roosevelt 
was amused by the boast of Bren- 
dan Bracken, then Minister of In-

formation, that he knew the Unit- 
ed States inside and out and that 
he. knew the American people. 
She observes: “The American 
people whom he knew were ap- 
parently Mr. Bernard Baruch, Jus- 
tice Frankfurter, and so on.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt embarrassed a 
British relative when she went to 
Windsor Castle to tell King George 
and Queen Elizabeth about her in- 
spection trip through the United 
Kingdom. She was accompanied 
to the castle by her aunt, Maude 
Gray. 

“Both the King and I had rather 
bad colds,” she writes,, “which 
necessitated a good deal of atten- 
tion to our noses. As we drove 
away from the castle my aunt said 
to me in shocked tones: ‘Darling, 
I never was so humiliated in my 
life. Your using those rumpled 
tissues and wadding them in your 
hand, while the King used such 
sheer linen handkerchiefs. What 
could they have thought?’” 

Mrs. Roosevelt verifies the well- 
founded Washington report that 
her husband did not think much 
of Gen. Charles de Gaulle, the war- 
time Free French leader and now 
the leader of the right wing in 
French politics. She gives this ac- 
count of Roosevelt’s report on the 
Casablanca conference: 

“When Franklin returned he 
had many stories to tell us. He 
loved particularly to describe how 
unhappy he made Mr. Churchill 
by teasing him about his ‘bad boy’ 
—Gen. de Gaulle. Mr. Churchill, 
of course, was responsible for Gen. 
de Gaulle’s rise to prominence, 
and the General had proved diffi- 
cult about coming to the meeting. 
Back of Franklin’s teasing, how- 
ever, there had been a serious 
motive. He felt that if Mr. Church- 
ill used enough pressure Gen. de 
Gaulle would have to come to 
Casablanca, since Great Britain 
was providing him with the nec- 
essary money to carry on his ac- 
tivities. When the General did go

it was not altogether a happy 
meeting, though photographs were 
taken of Gen. de Gaulle and Gen. 
Giraud shaking hands. 

“Questioned about these gen- 
erals, Franklin said something 
that interested me very much: 
‘Gen. Giraud is the type of French 
military man who loves his coun- 
try and is a good soldier but is 
in no way a politician. Gen. de 
Gaulle is a soldier—patriotie, yes, 
devoted to his country—but on the 
other hand he is a politician and 
a fanatic, and there are in him, I 
think, almost the makings of a 
dictator.’ He saw Gen. de Gaulle 
only once more, when the General 
came to this country. This second 
meeting, as far as I know, didn't. 
alter Franklin’s opinion, and I® 
do not think that between them 
there was any real understand- 
ing.”

“the Army had actually been or- 
dered to fire on the veterans.” 

Hurley, who served in the? 
Roosevelt Administration as a 
major general, says this is untrue 
—that no such order was issued 
and in fact, that no shot was 
fired by the Army troops. 

This reporter covered the July 
28 riot and the eviction of the 
bonus marchers from Washington, 
It is true that no shots were 
fired by the armed soldiers, It is 
also true that the’ soldiers ap- 
peared ready to fire if the need 
arose. There was no order against 
firing, so far as the available 
records show. 

The late Theodore G. Joslin, 
President Hoover’s press secretary, 
in his book, “Hoover Off-the-Rec- 
ord” devoted a chapter to this 
alarming episode in American his- 
tory. The documents and conver- 
sations cited in that book show 
that the commissioners for the 
District of Columbia wrote Hoover 
that the local police were unable 
to maintain law and order “except 
by the free use of firearms which 
will make the situation a danger- 
ous one.” 

Hoover, Joslin wrote, directed 
Hurley, as Secretary of War, to 
put troops into the disturbed area 
at once. 

“He (Hoover) took this action 
under the deepest emotion and 
with the greatest reluctance,” Jos- 
lin reported. “I heard him ask 
Secretary Hurley that the troops 
be moved into the troubled area 
without firearms. The request was 
not observed by the Army com- 
@ghand.”

HE troops, under the personal 

command of Gen. Douglas 

MacArthur, then Chief of Staff, 
consisted of a battalion of infan- 
try, a squadron of cavalry and a 
platoon of tanks. When they 
reached the camps on Pennsyl- 
vania avenue, the infantry ad- 
vanced with bayoneted rifles ex- 
tended horizontally at arms 
length. The calvary men had 
either their pistols or sabers 
in their hands. At one time, a 
gunner set up a machine gun but 
was ordered by a captain to dis- 
mantle it. The actual expulsion 
was done by tear gas, bayonets, 
sabers and mounted men.

“I simply stated my impressions 
of that day, derived from the press 
I happened to read. I know others 
had similar impressions, but I am 
glad to have an atithentic account 
published aad:I only wonder why 
it was not done much earlier.”
